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DEDICATION 


In  all  likelihood  most  newcomers  to  Croydon  first  met 
"Bud"  in  the  family  home  on  Route  10  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  where  he  was  officiating  as  Deputy  Town  Clerk.  This 
is  a  position  that  he  has  held  since  1961;  first  for  his  father, 
Dana,  and  since  1965  for  his  wife,  Rita.  This  stop  for 
newcomers  to  register  cars,  dogs,  request  information  on  town 
affairs,  or  any  of  a  myriad  of  questions  that  are  received 
weekly,  revealed  only  one  side  of  the  multifacted  role  that 
"Bud"  has  played  in  town  and  state  affairs.  Many  others 
first  remember  "Bud"  at  Town  Meeting  where  with  a  subtle 


gesture  with  his  pipe  and  even  more  subtle  humor,  he  would 
reduce  a  bureaucratic  issue  to  Yankee  common  sense. 

The  more  fortunate,  and  very  few,  who  were  bom  in 
Croydon  will  recall  that  "Bud"  was  born  in  the  same  family 
home  on  December  12,  1916,  and  was  the  second  son  of  Dana 
and  Susan  (Dunbar)  Gross. 

After  completing  school  in  Croydon  and  Newport, 
"Bud"  held  a  variety  of  jobs,  most  of  which  aided  him  in 
his  vast  knowledge  of  the  area.  He  worked  in  the  woods,  for 
the  first  area  telephone  company  as  a  lineman  and  operator, 
cleared  land  for  the  telephone  lines,  worked  at  Dorr  Woolen 
Mills,  and  numerous  other  diverse  activities.  In  1949  he  was 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  as 
Road  Agent.  He  was  re-elected  in  1950  and  1951.  In  1950 
he  accepted  the  duty  of  Fire  Lookout  Watchman  on  Croydon 
Mountain  for  the  summer  and  in  1952  "Bud"  worked  on 
Croydon  Mountain  in  the  summer  and  at  Mount  Sunapee 
State  Park  in  the  winter.  This  he  continued  to  do  until  he 
was  promoted  to  District  Fire  Chief  in  1956  This  position 
he  held  until  his  retirement  in  September,  1980.  The  suc- 
cess and  popularity  of  his  term  as  District  Chief  was  warmly 
and  enthusiastically  shown  at  a  retirement  party  at  Landers 
Restaurant  for  him  immediately  after  his  retirement. 

"Bud's"  love  of  Croydon,  the  woods,  and  New  Hamp- 
shire made  him  a  natural  for  the  job.  It  also  made  him  a 
natural  for  the  other  civic  duties  that  he  became  and  remains 
involved  in.  If  the  Town  Hall  or  East  Village  Church  need- 
ed mowing,  "Bud"  did  it — on  his  own  volition.  It  will  be 
difficult  in  the  future  to  find  people  with  the  dedication  and 
unselfishness  to  serve  the  town  as  "Bud"  has. 

"Bud"  has  three  children  that  we  feel  share  the  same 
pride  in  him  that  we  do.  They  are  Loretta  (Poppy)  Gross 
Blair  who  lives  in  Canaan  with  her  husband  and  three  daugh- 
ters; Daniel  Gross  who  lives  in  Florida  with  his  wife,  and 
two  boys  and  a  girl  and  Carol  Sue  Gross  who  currently  re- 
sides in  Croydon. 

It  is  with  great  pride  and  appreciation  that  we  dedicate 
this  issue  of  the  Annual  Town  Report  to  Gerald  "Bud"  Gross.

The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  total  of  $74,491.24 
which  are  itemized  on  page  18  of  this  report.  This  year  this 
included  $350.00  for  the   Newport  Hospital. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Selectmen  were  empowered  to  hire 
money  'in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  21.     Solid  waste  —  passed  in  the  affirmative  as  written. 

Article  22.  Leash  law  —  The  article  was  passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive as  written.     We  have  a   leash  law  on  dogs. 

Article  23.  Adjust  salaries:  The  following  salaries  as  presently 
established  were  to  remain  the  same:  Auditors,  Moderator,  Libra- 
rian, Treasurer,  and  Selectmen.  The  salary  of  the  Ballot  Clerks  was 
changed  to  $25.00  per  election  day;  the  salary  of  the  Supervisors  of 
the  checklist  is  to  be  $25. OO'  per  election  day  and  $5.00  each  per 
2-hour  'sitting'.  The  salary  of  the  Tax  Collectdr  was  set  at  $1,000.00 
plus  fees  per  year.  (This  to  take  effect  at  the  re-election  of  a  Tax 
Collector). 

Article  24.  Repay  the  Blue  Mountain  Association  —  passed  in 
the  affirmative  as  written.  Raise  $63,000.00  over  a  five  year  period 
which  means  we  will  repay  $12,600.00  each  year  for  the  next  five 
years. 

Article  25.  Purchase  dump  truck — The  Town  voted  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  purchase  a  dump  truck  for  the  Highway  Dept. 
The  funds  to  be  used  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  New 
Equipment. 

Article  26.  Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program  —  After  con- 
siderable  comments  and   discussions,   and    having  been    assured    by 


Selectman  David  Shackeit  that  we  could  drop  out  of  the  program  at 
a  later  date  if  the  Town  so  desired,  the  Town  voted  to  accept  the 
article  as  written  with  one  amendment:  Section  3:  The  Official 
Building  Inspector  shall  replace  the  words,  "The  Croydon  Planning 
Board"   so  that  this  Section  will   read: 

Section    3.   Review   of  applications. 

The  Official  Building  Inspector,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
responsible  person,  in  appointed  as  the  "person  responsible"  for  re- 
ceiving applications  and  examining  the  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  proposed  construction  or  development.  (Accepted  by  voice 
vote). 

Article  27.  Any  other  business:  Sanford  Speer  suggested  that 
the  Road  Agent's  salary  should  be  raised. 

Ivan  Truell  asked  who  will  enforce  the  leash  law  for  dogs,  now 
that  we  have  one.  Harry  said  he  would  try  to  answer  it  and  spoke 
at  length  on  past  experiences  with  dogs  and  dog  owners  and  said 
he  would  try  to  enforce  it  and  might  need  the  help  of  the   Police, 

Rita  Gross  suggested  that  some  special  accounts  might  be  clos- 
ed and  the  motion  was  passed  that  the  Soil  Map  Fund  was  no  longer 
needed  and  the  Selectmen  would  advise  the  Treasurer  to  close  the  ac- 
count and  return  the  money  to  the  General  Fund.  There  was  a 
motion  by  Dr.  Hickey  and  seconded  by  Harry  Newcomb  that  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  the  Selectmen  may  invest  as  they  see 
fit,  according  to  State  Regulations,  the  two  Capital  Reserve  funds 
and  the  Tax  Map  funds  so  that  it  will  earn  more  interest.  This  was 
passed  in  the  affirmative  unanimously. 

Rita  Gross  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Town  that  2  town 
ordinances  had  been  passed  at  a  public  meeting  held  by  the 
Selectmen;  the  "PARKING"  ordinance  was  in  the  Town  Report  on 
page  55  but  the  ordinance  on  "SNOW  REMOVAL"  had  not  been 
included  so  she  read  this  aloud  to  those  in  attendance.  (Hopefully, 
it  will  be  in   next  year's  report.) 

Ronald  Leslie  thanked  Doris  Farrington  and  Beatrice  Smith  and 
mentioned  Phil  Weber's  contributions  to  the  Town  of  Croydon. 
He  also  thanked  Moderator  Willis  H.  Ballou,  Sr.,  for  many  years 
dedication  to  Croydon.  Both  v/ere  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks 
with  applause. 

At  6  PM  the  polls  were  declared  closed.  The  ballots  were 
counted  and  the  results  read  in  open  meeting.  The  meeting  was 
declared  closed  at  7:08  PM.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


The  Croydon  Town  Library  does  not  meet  the  minimum  stand- 
ards for  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  N.  H.  There  are  many 
reasons  for  this.  This  fact  has  never  particularly  bothered  me  be- 
cause we  have  been  gaining  in  circulation  every  year.  We  are 
kept  on  a  pretty  tight  budget,  but  with  your  generosity  we  have 
been    showing    steady    growth. 

In  compiling  our  circulation  figures  this  year,  a  smile  came 
to  my  face  as  our  numbers  again  showed  an  increase,  at  least  in 
children,  juvenile  and  fiction,  the  smile  left  when  I  got  to  non- 
fiction  and  magazines.  We  didn't  go  down  drastically  but  there 
was  a  drop.  Some  of  the  blame  can  be  placed  on  the  state  library 
nionies  being  tightened  so  the  non-fiction  books  from  the  Book- 
mobile are  often  ones  our  patrons  have  read.  We  don't  have 
enough  non-fiction  readers  to  buy  new  books.  I  see  another  problem 
ns  being  the  hours  we're  open.  1  know  some  people  can't  get  to 
the  library  before  5  p.m.  I  know  we've  lost  patrons  because  of 
this.  We  dropped  the  evening  hours  a  couple  of  years  ago  due  to 
lack  of  business;  people  would  forget  it  was  Thursday  or  get  tied 
up  after  supper  and  not  want  to  go  out  again.  Perhaps  staying 
open  until  6:00  p.m.  would  give  more  of  you  a  chance  to  get  In. 
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Please   let   us   know. 

Our  circulation  figures  for  1980  were:  Children,  4268;  Fiction, 
1065;  Non-fiction,  476;   Magazines,  390. 

Again  our  thanks  to  all  of  you  who  donate  books  and  maga- 
zines. They  really  help  on  the  budget.  Currently  we  are  receiving 
these  magazines:  Reader's  Digest,  Newsweek,  U.  S.  News  and 
V/orld  Report,  Profiles,  Yankee,  Consumer's  Report,  National  Geo- 
graphic, Ham   Radio,  Popular  Electronics,  and  Country  Gentleman. 

If  any  of  you  have  western  paperbacks,  or  paperbacks  of  any 
kind,  we  would   love  to  have  them. 

Please  let  us  know  in  what  way  we  can  serve  you,  that's  what 
we're  here  for.  After  lest  year's  report  was  published,  I  actually 
got  calls  telling  me  what  a  good  report  it  was.  It  didn't  bring  in 
even  one  new  face.     This  year,  don't  call  me,  come  in.

Your  Fire  Department  started  the  year  very  much  aware  of  the 
number  of  Croydon  homes  that  would  be  heated  with  wood,  and  so 
made  every  effort  to  be  prepared  for  the  usual  problems  connected 
with  this  type  of  heat. 

We  had  a  larger  number  of  v/ood-stove  related  fires  but  the 
actual  property  loss   rose  only  slightly. 

Croydon  firemen  were  called  to  clean  and  inspect  a  large 
number  of  chimneys  and  they  have  found  that  most  are  in  good 
to  excellent  condition.  Wood  stove  installations  however  were  a 
different  story.  Please,  do  not  hesitate  to  call  us  for  information 
on   wood   stove   installation. 

Many  of  our  firemen  are  working  with  the  Ladies  Fire  Auxiliary 
at  their  functions  in  a  joint  effort  to  build  a  new  Fire  Station. 

The  cooperation  by  the  Townspeople  has  been  greatly  appre- 
ciated and  will  be  needed  in  the  years  to  come. 

Remember — Fire  permits  are  required;  unless  the  ground  is 
snow  covered,   for  all   outside    burning. 

The  Towns  appropriation  of  $4,500  allowed  us  to  put  in  two 
more  two  way  radios,  purchase  another  thousand  feet  of  Fire  hlose, 
add  a  tool  kit  to  engine  forty-two  and  keeps  the  Station  heated 
most  of  the  winter.

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REPORT  OF 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 


Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good 
Business.  Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  asocia- 
tion  with  Snnokey  Bear  s-ince  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national 
effort  to  check  the  spread   of  forest  fires  was   implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half 
century  before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  estab- 
lished our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State 
has  appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible 
for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in   his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the 
ground  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before 
being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden 
and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire 
suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New 
hiampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training 
costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program 
has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in 
the   United  States.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month  and  has  just  finished  one  of  its  busiest  seasons.  The  Board 
now  has  a  full  complement  of  five  active  members  along  with  three 
Alternates  elected  this  year  for  the  first  time.  Their  function  con- 
sisted of  general  input  to  the  subject  in  question  but  had  no  vote 
only  in  the  absence  of  a   regular  member. 

The  Board  received  and  acted  upon  three  Sub-divisions,  the 
most  it  has  had  to  consider  in  several  years.  The  Sub-divisi'on  of 
Fmily  Greene  consisting  of  three  lots  was  presented  to  the  Board 
■for  approval  which  was  granted  after  a  thorough  study.  Gilbert 
Bailey  requested  the  Board  approve  a  six  lot  Sub-division  on  Ryder 
Corner  Road,  total  of  Approximately  365  acres.  A  long  and  de- 
tailed study  was  undertaken  by  the  Board  and  on  November  3,  1980 
the  Sub-division  was  approved.  Watering  Trough  Acres,  a  three 
lot  65  acre  Sub-division  of  Atkinson-Davis  Corp.  located  on  Route 
10  between  the  Watering  Trough  and  Pine  Hill,  is  still  before  the 
Board  for  consideration. 

The  Board  has  been  hard  at  work  since  mid-summer  preparing 
a  Master  Plan.  Updated  information  on  the  original  questionnaire 
sent  out  to  Croydon  residents  Is  being  used.  It  is  hoped  by  the 
Board  that  the  Master  Plan  will  be  completed  by  mid-Spring  at 
the   latest.

REPORT  OF  THE 
NEWPORT  AREA  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 


1980  has  been  a  year  of  moderate  growth  in  most  areas  of 
service  for  the  Agency.  Skilled  Nursing  visits  have  increased  ex- 
cept in  the  area  of  maternal  child  care.  The  number  of  physical  and 
occupational  therapy  visits  has  increased  considerably.  Hyper- 
tension (high  blood  pressure)  screening,  Well-Child,  V/omen,  Infants 
and  Children,  and  Dental  Clinics  have  all  been  well  attended. 

The  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency  is  funded  by  third 
party  payers  for  those  who  have  coverage,  by  the  State  of  N.  H. 
iFor  Maternal  Child  Health  Clients,  by  the  United  Way  for 
services  in  the  area  of  child  abuse  and  neglect,  by  town  appro- 
priations and  by  private  individuals  who  can  afford  to  pay  for 
services. 

The  Agency's  philosophy  is  to  provide  needed  home  health 
care  services  to  all  citizens  in  the  area  regardless  of  their  ability  to 
pay.  The  Agency  depends  heavily  on  the  towns  to  support  those 
v/ho  are  not  able  to  pay,  to  do  health  promotion  and  education  and 
to  support  clinics. 

1981  finds  the  Agency  wil-h  ten  employees,  mostly  part  time, 
ready  and  able  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  home  health  care  services 
to  the  seven  towns  it   services.

Occasionally,  weddings  or  christenings  are  held  In  one 
of  the  churches,  and  there  is  an  annual  community  Christmas  Eve 
Service. 

Rev.  Anderson  is  Moderator  of  the  Sullivan  Association  for 
the  next  year,  and  he  attends  regular  meetings  with  the  Conference 
Minister  and  other  pastors.  He  also  calls  on  townspeople  if  ill  at 
home  or  in  the  Hospital,  and  is  always  available  through  the  Lay 
Leader,   Mrs.   LeRoy   Persons,   if  needed.

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed  without  dissent  on  a  voice 
vote  that  the  School  Reports  be  accepted'  as  printed  in  the  Town 
Report. 

A  motion  was  made  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$141,093  for  the  payment  of  salaries,  support  of  schools  and  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  It  y/as  passed  and 
taken  up  by  line  item  by  the  Moderator.  Ronald  Leslie  asked  who 
the  truant  officer  was  and  was  answered  by  hlarry  Newcomb  that 
Harry  was  but  received  neither  pay  nor  support  for  the  job.  Janet 
Pellerin  asked  why  the  Social  Security  payment  went  down  and  was 
told  that  the  lunch  worker  had  been  receiving  social  security  de- 
ductions but  was  not  entitled  to  it.  Ronald  Leslie  asked  why  we 
allocate  money  for  the  feeder  bus  route  and  was  told  it  has  been 
used  in  the  past.  Harry  Newcomb  questioned  the  inconsistencies 
ol-  salaries  of  teacher,  aide,  janitor,  lunch  worker  and  bus  driver. 
The  motion  was  passed  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared. 

A  sum  of  $221  was  raised  for  a  part-time  coordinator  of  the 
handicapped.

Excluded 
from  this  plan  would  be  those  people  earning  less  than  $50.00 
per  quarter,  those  persons  compensated  on  a  fee  basis,  election 
workers,  election  officials  and  those  earning  less  than  $100  a  year. 
The  Superintendent's  Office  was  designated  to  be  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  plan, 

Mr.  Gordon  Flint  was  given  a  standing  ovation  for  his  help  and 
cooperation  during  the  past  33  years.     He  is  retiring  this  year. 

Sanford  Speer  asked  about  the  position  of  bus  driver  and 
was  told  the  contract  would  be  offered  in  May. 

Janet  Pellerin  asked  why  we  have  Unemployment  Compensa- 
tion.    It  is  because  of  the  number  we  now  employ. 

Robert  Burnside  asked  that  the  meeting  adjourn  until  the  count- 
ing of  the  votes.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

January    I,    1981 
lo  the  Citizens   of  Croydon: 

I  have  been  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  only  three  months, 
having  assumed  this  position  on  October  I,  1980.  For  that  reason, 
this  first  report  is  going  to  briefly  review  the  role  of  the  Office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  this  School  Administrative  Unit 
which  was  formerly  called  the  Supervisory  Union. 

School  Administrative  Unit  #43  is  comprised  of  five  school 
districts,  including  Croydon,  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative,  Kear- 
sarge  Regional,  Newport  and  Sunapee  School  Districts.  The  reason 
for  combining  several  districts  under  a  single  school  adminis'"rative 
unit  is  to  consolidate  the  activities  which  would  be  difficult  or  im- 
practical for  a  single  district  to  undertake  individually. 

Some  of  the  functions  which  our  office  performs  inciude:  Bud- 
get preparation  and  control;  centralized  purchasing;  building  pro- 
grams and  maintenance;  recruitment;  supervision  and  evaluation  of 
all  staff  members;  coordination  of  all  school  programs  Including 
curriculum;  transportation;  school  lunch;  payroll;  state  and  federal 
programs.  The  idea  is  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  to 
our  children   in  the  most  cost-effective  manner. 

In  this  School  Administrative  Unit  we  have  3,541  students, 
415  staff  members,  both  professional  and  non-professional;  we 
operate  eleven  school  lunch  programs  which  feed  2,475  students 
daily;  we  transport  3,286  students  each  day  on  37  buses  travelling 
2,207  miles.     The  budgets  adopted  for  1980-81  total  $8,039,055.18. 

To  oversee  and  manage  this  School  Administrative  Unit,  our 
office  Includes  one  Superintendent  of  Schools,  one  Assistant  Super- 
intendent for  Newport,  Sunapee  and  Croydon,  one  Assistant  Super- 
intendent for  Kearsarge  Regional  and  Goshen-Lempster  Coopera- 
tive. Our  office  also  includes  a  Director  of  Handicapped  Services 
(Teacher  Consultant  position),  an  Office  Manager  and  three 
secretaries. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  their  outstanding  cooperation. 
it  should  be  reassuring  to  know  that  we  have  outstanding  people 
working  In  fhe  educational  field. 

It  is  my  hope  that  we  can  continue  to  provide  quality  educa- 
tion in  a  cost  effective  manner  in  all  of  the  school  districts  in  School 
Administrative    Unit   #43.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  nny  first  report  as  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  for  Croydon,  Newport  and  Sunapee.  During 
the  first  six  months,  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  school 
and  observe  classes.  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  many  positive 
things  that  I  have  seen  happening.  It  is  very  difficult  for  a  teacher 
to  work  effectively  with  students  at  three  different  grade  levels  and 
it  is  obvious  that  Mrs.  Aldrich  and  Mrs.  Leslie  have  created  a  sup- 
portive and  challenging  school  environment. 

In  addition  to  working  in  the  schools,  I  have  been  involved  in 
budget  development.  The  proposed  budget  appears  in  a  new  for- 
mat this  year.  This  is  the  result  of  a  revision  of  the  accounting  pro- 
cedures of  all  New  Hampshire  school  districts  as  mandated  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  We  have  worked  with  the 
State  Department  of  Education  to  develop  a  budgetary  accounting 
system  that  will  be  in  compliance  with  new  State  and  Federal  re- 
porting  requirements. 

I  have  appreciated  the  cooperation  and  support  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  staff  and  the  School  Board  and  I  look  forward  to 
having  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  residents  of  the  community 
I  hope  you  will  feel  free  to  contact  me  to  express  your  ideas,  con- 
cerns or  suggestions.  It  is  important  that  we  work  together  to  pro- 
vide a  well  rounded  educational  program  that  will  meet  the  needs 
of  our  children.
